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HE ninety-four Holstein entries at the Brockton 
T Fair—slightly in excell of any other dairy breed— 

made a very attractive exhibit and were judged by 
John C. McNutt of Durham, New Hampshire. With the ex- 
ception of the Pinery and Karl Nims show herds from 
Ohio and two calves from the Rhode Island Soldier’s 
Home, all of them were Massachusetts Holsteins. The 
two leading Massachusetts herds at the Eastern States 
Exposition, Knowles and Mt. Hermon, went to Brockton, 
and, in addition, there was a good representation from 
Fred F. Field Holstein Trustees and from Pequitside 
Farm, Canton, Massachusetts. Several smaller breed- 
ers were also represented. 

The coveted banner for premier exhibitor went to 
Mr. F. P. Knowles, whose chief strength lay in the 
younger heifer classes and in the groups, althouyh it was 
really his fine array of second, third and fourth prizes 
that put him at the head of the list. The Knowles herd, 
in the individual classes, had more second prizes than 
any other herd and more third prizes than all the others 
put together. 

Although standing third for amount of money won, 
Pinery Farms ranked highest for blue ribbons, having 
four in the individual classes and two in the groups, as 
well as both senior and grand championships. Mt. Her- 
mon had four firsts in the individual classes and also 
had first exhibitor’s herd in the class limited only to 
Massachusetts exhibitors. This herd was also especially 
strong in seconds, thirds, fourths and fifths and stood 
second for amount of money won. Both Knowles and 
Mt. Hermon had won junior champion. The Field herd 
had one blue ribbon bull and one blue ribbon group. Pe- 
quitside also had a first prize bull and several other 
lesser winners and Karl Nims had one second, two thifds 
and other shaller prizes. Others sharing in the prize 
money were Henry Bartlett, West Bridgewater, Mass.; 
Rhode Island Soldier’s Home, Bristol, Rhode Island, and 
E. R. Dummo, West Bridgewater. 

The Pinery herd sire, King Pietertje Jewel Korndyke 
repeated his winnings at Ohio, Maryland and New York 
State Fairs by winning first in the aged bull class and 
senior and grand championship.

Friend Piebe, owned by Karl Nims, was not far behind, 
placing third in class with the Mt. Hermon bulls stand- 
ing second and fourth.

Pinery’s first prize senior yearling and her baby sisters 
made up the first prize produce of cow, Mt. Hermon en- 
tries placing second and fifth, and Knowles entries third, 
fourth and sixth. In the class for exhibitor’s herd owned 
in Massachusetts, Mt. Hermon had first and third on their 
two entries with Knowles in between. No announcement 
was made as to the special cash prize for herdsmen win- 
ning most money in the open classes, but, according to 
our figures, Mr. Knowles’ herdsman must have won first 
prize, with Karl Nims in charge of his own and the 
Pinery show herd second, the Mt. Hermon herdsman 
third and the Field herdsman fourth.

Holsteins at Oklahoma State Fair

sin and Texas rather monopolized Holstein honors, 

over half of the 13 herds represented in the recent 
Oklahoma State Fair Holstein show, were of the home 
state. 

In a cattle show heretofore dominated by the beef 
breeds visitors at the 18th annual state fair of Oklahoma, 
held at Oklahoma City the last full week of September, 
saw beef cattle outnumbered two to one by the greatest 
showing of dairy cattle ever held in the state. Jerseys 
lead, but their big lead of former years nearly has been 
wiped out in the rapid advance Holstein-Friesians are 
making. That this should be made so apparent in a 
state fair exhibit is remarkable, because the Holstein 
conquests of the oil state are being made by the milk 
pail route and not through the classes of breeders usually 
thought of as having the means and inclination to show. 

The aged cow ring, for instance, brought out the stars 
of several working dairys, in which 14 real business 
cows were headed by Empress Wayne Gerben, the grand 
old cow that featured the first state fair exhibit yet 
made by the Oklahoma A. & M. College dairy department. 
In two other rings ten single entries each were lead out 
and the judging in every ring was studied by a most 
interested audience of Holstein partisans, many of them 
farmers but recently converted to the program of di- 
versification which is helping bring Oklahoma agricul- 
ture “out of the kinks.” 

The placings of Judge Gillette brought several changes 
in the arrangement of entries made the previous week 
by Judge Reed. Mr. Gillette found much to commend

in the indications of vigor and production of the Texas 
entries, this consideration appearing to win for Rainbow 
Farms the best recognition it thus far. had received. 
When, however, it came to calf herds and the get and 
produce shows, the uniformity and “typiness” of the Kel- 
ley Farms entries from Wisconsin, commanded much the 
same favor as had been accorded them the week before.

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At the Dairy Show 


ILWAUKEE last week entertained the eighteenth 
M National Dairy Exposition. Like all National Dairy 

Shows, the one just closed was no exception to 
the general rule of absorbing interest. It was, however, 
bitterly disappointing in point of attendance—a reason 
for which seems rather hard to find. 


Wisconsin is admittedly supreme as a dairy state and 
the show located in the heart of the dairy industry 
should have drawn heavily. Instead it was the lightest 
attended show since the exposition grew to real na- 
tional importance. 


Whether the blame for this may be laid to the door 
of general conditions in the dairy industry or to mana- 
gerial shortcomings is a question, although it seems to us 
that the Skinner organization has adopted a rather short- 
sighted policy in handling these expositions. Every city 
that has been visited in recent years finds itself out of 
tone with the management of the Dairy Show after a 
short period. Perhaps it is the fault of the city in en- 
deavoring to get too much for its investment. More 
likely, since the cases recur each year the management 
of the show has some responsibility for the failure to 
cooperate. The head of the Dairy Show and its general 
manager are each paid handsome salaries and it is a 
part of their duty to see that the proper amount of inter- 
est in the Dairy Show is worked up. If the city or com- 
munity in which the show is to be held is slow to take 
up and appreciate the show, it is the duty of the manage- 
ment to see that the show is “sold.” The policy of com- 
ing into a town, planking one’s self down in any easy 
chair, telling of the wonderful message of the dairy in- 
dustry and putting the selling of it up to the community, 
is not, in our judgment, conducive to the best results. 
There isn’t any question about the wonderful message 
that the Dairy Show can convey but folks don’t take to 
a plain educational program .without entertainment fea- 
tures and there should be some way worked out of in- 
teresting the dairy public in the show in such a manner 
that they will attend and get the benefit of the message. 


We have no evidence as to the success or faiture of 
splitting the show into machinery and cattle groups but 
we have plenty of evidence as to the necessity of seeing 
that the tremendous expense which the dairy industry 
incurs each year in putting on the National Dairy Show 
is realized upon to a greater extent than it has been in 
the past. 


If one big National Dairy Show isn’t the proper thing 
let us have district shows, but let us get the story of 
the dairy industry in exposition form to the dairymen 
even if we have to carry it out in smaller loads to the 
smaller expositions. 

* ” * 

The Board of Directors of the Holstein-Friesian Associ- 
ation met during Dairy Show week at Milwaukee and 
discussed important ‘policies in connection with the fu- 
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ture of the association. The Executive Committee was 
authorized to prepare the budget for 1925, having hearg 
from the Extension Department and from the Prize Com- 
mittee and various other departments of the Association 
relative to the desirable expenditures. It was unani- 
mously decided that the Association would live within 
its income—that the estimated expenditures for all de- 
partments must not exceed the expected income. It was 
believed that the Extension Department would have suffj- 
cient funds to continue the basic program of Cattle ex- 
tension activities which include legislative work, fielq 
representation, a strong calf club department and the 
usual amount of publicity and advertising. Any program 
for the development of the milk sales’ part of the Exten- 
sion Department’s activities would, under such a plan, 
be financed from funds outside of the present extension 
budget. The exception to this rule thus far has included 
services of one man who has been developing the White 
Nectar milk market in Milwaukee in cooperation with 
the producers of this product. 

The Extension Department has determined that White 
Nectar can be successfully sold. A trial has been made 
in Milwaukee and already 1,500 quarts per day are being 
marketed. Local advertising and personal solicitation 
are the sales mediums. The White Nectar product is a 
clean low fat milk from purebred Holstein cows, intelli- 
gently pasteurized and sold under a trade name through 
the regular distributing agencies. The Extension Depart- 
ment has applications from other large cities for imme- 
diate attention and assistance in developing a White 
Nectar market. It is planned to give all of these locali- 
ties such assistance as can be given without increasing 
the present cost to the association.

The American Dairy Federation held a delegate meet- 
ing at the National Dairy Show and also enjoyed its first 
annual banquet. President Lowden presided at both 
events. The principal business at the delegate meeting 
was a vote upon the ice cream standard referendum and 
as only a partial vote was given upon ‘the same it was 
referred back to the Extension Committee. President 
Lowden appointed Vice-President John D. Miller, chair- 
man of a special committee to propose amendments to 
the By-Laws for the purpose of clarifying the matter of 
referendum voting. 

The banquet held on Wednesday evening at the Hotel 
Pfister was the largest gathering of this nature ever 
undertaken by the dairy industry. President Lowden 
briefly outlined the aims and purposes of the Federation 
as an effort to provide a single effective voice for the tre- 
mendously important and far-flung industry it represents. 
Former Governor Phillips of the Milwaukee Association 
of Commerce and Governor Blaine of Wisconsin we!comed 
the meeting and expressed the appreciation of their state 
for the honor of entertaining the Federation. Secretary 
of Commerce Herbert Hoover talked upon the principles 
of agricultural cooperation. Vice-President Frankel of 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance Co., which organization 
has been particularly active during the past year in 
advertising the advantages of dairy products, called upon 
the Federation to find some way of informing the world 
of the wonderful properties of milk and its products. Ac- 
commodations for those desiring to attend the banquet 
were entirely inadequate—the banquet hall and corridors 
being crowded with listeners to the program of speaking 
who were unable to obtain seats at the dinner. 

aK * * 

The extension display put on by the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America was housed in a single barn called 
the “Farmers’ Barn”. This display was built around the 
value of cow testing association work and of the purebred 
bull in increasing purebred herd production. An exhibi- 
tion was made of the purebred Holstein-Friesian bull, 
Cedar Lawn Canary Paul 6th and ten of his purebred 
and grade daughters with their records in cow testing 
associations. The records displayed the fact that the 
ten animals produced an average of 70 lbs. more butter- 
fat in a year than their dams. In connection with this 
the Wisconsin Dairymen’s Association had an exhibit of 
nine grade Holstein cows, all daughters of a purebred 
Holstein bull. These cows in the herd of Rockwell and 
Katterhenry of Beloit, Wis., each produced in one year 
an average of 14,355 lbs. of milk and 476.6 lbs. of butter- 
fat. Another exhibit by the Wisconsin Dairymen’s Associ- 
ation showed the production of the average dairy cow 
in the United States, the average Wisconsin cow, the 
average Wisconsin cow testing cow and average cow in 
Wisconsin’s highest cow testing association and the high- 








































est Wisconsin grade cow in cow testing association work. 
The averages ran from 160 lbs butterfat for the average 
cow in the United States to 804 lbs. for the highesst grade 
cow in cow testing association work. 

* 

Two of the most interesting exhibits for the Holstein 
preed included Segis Pietertje Prospect, the world’s 
champion milk cow, and- May Walker Ollie Homestead, 
the United States champion butter cow. Segis Pietertje 
Prospect owned by Carnation Milk Farms, Seattle, Wash., 
has a record of 37,381.4 lbs. milk in one year. May 
Walker Ollie Homestead, owned by the Minnesota Hol- 
stein Company, Austin, Minn., has a record of 1,523.2 Ibs. 
putter. These two cows were the center of interest dur- 
ing the entire week and in the Holstein show ring they 
were exhibited in the A. R. O. class and special attention 
was given to their wonderful records. May Walker 
Ollie Homestead has a yearling son that was made Junior 
Champion at the Holstein show and her two-year-old 
daughter, May Pietertje Homestead Oilie, was the first 
prize two-year-old.

The Board of Directors elected James A. Reynolds of 
Cleveland, Ohio, Treasurer cf the Holstein-Friesian Associ- 
ation of America to succeed the late Wing R. Smith. Mr. 
Reynolds is serving his sixth year as a member of the 
Board and as chairman of the Executive Committee.

President Lowden spoke before a meeting of the Ro- 
tary Club at the Hotel Pfister on Tuesday and gave the 
business interests of Milwaukee a great deal to think 
about. His subject was “Urban and Rural Cooperation.” 


Governor Lowden outlined the present conditions of 
agriculture as competing in a highly organized commer- 
cial world, emphasizing this situation as needing a thor- 
ough organization of the industry to meet successfully 
the condition it is confronted with. He pleaded with the 
business men of Milwaukee for assistance for the indus- 
try in organizing successfully, pointing out that their 
success was wrapped up in a successful agriculture. The 
audience paid him a tremendous ovation at the conclu- 
sion of his talk. 

* * * 

As at present outlined, not only at the Dairy Show 
but in other district and state shows of high character, 
the A. R. O. classes mean very little. The ranking is 
entirely upon type, the record being merely the vehicle by 
which the animal is permitted to enter the class. In 
the judgment of many persons interested in a combina- 
tion of type and production these shows should work out 
some system of rating the animals upon type and produc- 
tion combined. It has been surgested that a scoring sys- 
tem be inaugurated allowing 25 per cent for the record 
and 75 per cent for type. Such a system, it is argued, 
would insure the cow of high record being given con- 
sideration for her production and at the same time allow 
the cow of superlative individuality an opportunity to 
score heavily for the same. It is a proposition worth con- 
sideration on the part of show managements and one 
upon which a more satisfactory arrangement than is at 
present in effect might well be consumated. 

a * x 

Interest in the Dairy Show as evidenced by the gath- 
ering of spectators in the Holstein rings still holds with 
the Black and White cow. The Holstein judging on 
Wednesday and Thursday drew the largest ringside of 
any of the breeds. As we have pointed out ‘previously, 
however, the lessons exemplified in this exposition should 
have been seen by thousands where hundred saw them 
at Milwaukee. 


The Cover 
TEBE LAURA OLLIE HOMESTEAD KING No. 110474, 
P has appeared on our cover before. For a number of 
years he has been recognized as one of the breed’s 
leading sires of show ring winners and producers. At 
the 1924 National Dairy Show at Milwaukee his daugh- 
ters won for him the honor of First Prize Get of Sire, 
exhibited by the Minnesota Holstein Company, Austin, 
Minn. This is the second time he has won that honor 


at the National, the first time being at St. Paul in 1922. 
He thus joins Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes and Ter- 
racelawn Hengerveld Segis as the only sires of the breed 
to twice sire the First Prize Get at the National. 
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Besides the winnings of his daughters at Milwaukee, 
Piebe had a grandson that was Junior Champion bull. 
This yearling, Sir Inka May, is a son of Piebe’s largest 
record daughter, May Walker Ollie Homestead, the U. S. 
Champion 1,523-lb. cow, and with his maternal sister, 
who, of course, is a granddaughter of Piebe, he won first 
prize for produce of cow. This is another outstanding 
achievement. Piebe sired the First Prize Get and a 
daughter of Piebe was dam of the First Prizze Produce. 
We do not recall any other sire of the breed that has 
ever done this at any National Dairy Show. Not only 
that, but his daughter, May Walker Ollie Homestead, was 
exhibited with her son and daughter in the class for 
Advanced Registry Cow with Two Progeny and won an- 
other outstanding victory. The Minnesota Holstein Com- 
pany show herd, made up almost entirely of descend- 
ants of Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead King, won more 
money than any other Holstein herd at Milwaukee and 
was awarded the banner for Premier Exhibitor. 

Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead King was owned until 
his recent death joint!y by J. M. Hackney and Minne- 
sota Holstein Company. In these two herds and other 
good herds throughout the country, his daughters made 
some wonderful records.

According to the report of M. H. 
Gardner, Supt. of the Advanced Regis- 
try of the Holstein-Friesian Associ- 
ation of America, Priscilla Shepard 
has produced 24,969.4 lbs. of milk, 
1,091.5 lbs. of butter in 365 days. This 
is a very creditable record, and it is

the highest Holstein record in the 
State, both for milk and for butter 
over all ages. . 

Priscilla freshened August 20, 1923 
at 7 years, 6 months, 15 days of age. 
She was very sick and for three days 
was too weak to stand. This was 
a very heavy set back to her for she 
started her record August 26, milking 
only 10 lbs. per day. At the end of 
her second full month she was 1,000 
Ibs. of milk and 100 lbs. of butter be- 
hind her previous record during the 
same length of time. She produced 
only 2,325.9 lbs. of milk her best 
month this year, while her previous 
year she produced 2,543.5 lbs. of milk 
her best month, and so she had to 
make every day count during the rest 
of her test period. This she did and 
we find her. producing 2,037.4 Ibs. of 
milk her last month on test, a differ- 
ence of only 288.5 lbs. between her 
best and last month’s production. 
This shows what a very persistent 
producer she is, and twice she pro- 
duced 70 lbs. per day after she had 
been on test 365 days. As she was 
producing so much more per day at 
the close of her test than at the be- 
ginning, we changed her date of be- 
ginning to Sept. 11, 1923, and she fin- 
ished her test Sept. 9, 1924. 


Priscilla Shepard defeated Agricola 
Creamelle Betty Reuwerd for butter, 
who produced 1,039.48 Ibs. of butter, 
24,437.7 lbs. of milk, and she defeated 
Princess Dinah Lactona for milk, who 
produced 24,728.7 lbs. of milk, 806.24 
Ibs. of butter in 365 days. Priscilla 
made a very creditable record last 
year, eight months of which she was 
only milked three times a day, but 
made 22,215 lbs. of milk, 1,024 Ibs. of 
butter, in 365 days. As far as we 
know, she is the only Holstein cow 
in the state with two milk records 
above 22,000 lIbs., or with two but- 
ter records above 1,024 Ibs. Besides 
her 365-day State record, she holds a 
State record as a senior four-year-old 
in the seven-day division, producing 
30.3 Ibs. of butter.

The competition between the Hol- 
stein and Jersey breeds in Idaho, 
known as a Jersey state, was unusual- 
ly keen during the month of June. A 
grade Jersey in the herd of G. L. 
Tanner, Franklin association, and a 
grade Holstein owned by J. A. Gwin, 
Weiser-Payette association, tied for 
top honors with a fat production of 
88.1 lbs. The Jersey cow had a milk 
production of 1,761 lbs., while the Hol- 
stein produced 2,202 lbs. Six Hol- 
steins led associations, while two 
were led by Jerseys. The mixed herd 
of four head owned by J. A. Gwin led 
the state with 55.3 lbs. fat, 1,444 lbs. 
milk. The Jersey herd of J. A. Kil- 
patrick in the same association was 
a close contender for first place with 
an average for the same number of 
cows of 54.2 lbs fat, 1,121 Ibs. milk. 
In the eight associations there were 
3,045 cows tested, 276 herds, showing 
an average production of 780.2 Ibs. 
milk, 30.2 lbs. fat. There were 434 
cows producing over 40 Ibs. fat. The 
Kuna association completed its first 
year’s testing this month with an 
average of 7,974 lbs. milk, 302.7 Ibs. 
fat. The average value of the product 
was $133.18, with a feed cost of $45.76, 
leaving an average net profit of $87.33. 
All members in this association are 
using purebred sires, and two grade 
bulls were replaced by purebreds dur- 
ing the year. The average monthly 
production has increased five pounds 
per cow since the first of the year.

The Holstein-Friesian Cow in Production 


By MALCOLM H. GARDNER 
Supt. Advanced Registry—The Holstein-Friesian Ass’n. of America. 


HE HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN AS- cattle, of which one association called 
SOCIATION was the first of 


its cattle Holsteins, while the other 








the dairy breed associations to 
establish a record based on merit 
known as an Advaned Register. Elig- 
ibility to entry in this Advanced Reg- 
ister is based on production capacity, 
the recording in the Herd Book being 
based on purity of blood. No ani- 
mal is eligible to advanced registra- 
tion that has not first been recorded 
in the Herd Book. The idea of find- 
ing some means by which the better 
animals of a breed might be sepa- 
rated from those of lesser produc- 
tive capacity seems to have been in 
the minds of several men around and 
following the year 1880. Most of 


those seeking some means to the de- 
sired end were members of the Dutci 
Friesian Association. for at that time 
there were two breed associations in 
the United States 


breeding Dutch 





called them Dutch Friesians. 

Mr. Solomon Hoxie was Secretary 
of the Dutch Friesian Association, 
and was the leader and chief exponent 
in the attempt to establish a system. 
While others talked Mr. Hoxie acted. 
The Dutch Friesian Herd Book was 
divided into two sections, the pedi- 
gree register and the main register. 
Any animal of pure blood might be 
entered in the pedigree register; but 
only such animals as were able to 
meet certain requirements were en- 
tered in the main register. The re- 
quirements for the entry of cows were 
very simple indeed, being that the 
cow should produce a certain amount 
of milk in ten days in the early part 
of the lactation period, and a certain 
amount in ten days in the latter part 
of the lactation period. In 1885 the 
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Holstein and Dutch Friesian Associ- 
ations united under the name of Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America 
a part of the agreement being that the 


new association should establish an 
Advanced Register along the lines 


already selected by Mr. Hoxie, ana 
that Mr. Hoxie should become its 
superintendent. Thus, when the two 
associations united the Secretary of 
the Holstein Association became Sec. 
retary of the new Holstein-Friesian 
Association while Secretary Hoxie of 
the Dutch Friesian Association pe- 
came Superintendent of Advanced 
Registry. Mr. Hoxie was _ Superin- 
tendent of Advanced Registry for 
twenty years, being succeeded ip 
June, 1905, by myself. 

The first plan for advanced regis. 
tration as adopted in 1885 was not 
an unqualified success; and it was 
soon found that certain changes must 
be made in the method of conducting 
advanced registry tests. In 1895 a 
rule was adopted that in future sucn 
tests should be supervised by ap- 
pointees of the several state agricul- 
tural colleges; and that method ob- 
tains at the present time, having been 
found satisfactory in every way. Tests 
for advanced registration are of two 
kinds; official and semt-official. In 
the Hand Book of Rules and Regula- 
tions for the Conduct of Official and 
Semi-Official Tests an official test is 
defined as a test made under the su- 
pervision of a representative of a 
state or provincial agricultural col- 
lege. whose integrity and ability is 
vouched for by such officer of that 
state or provincial agricultural col- 
lege as shall be placed in charge of 
tests of dairy cows. In the same booklet 
a semi-official test is defined as a 
test based upon a regular official test 


of the cow for a -veriod of not less 
than two consecutive days during 
each month of the test; the entries 


of the weights of milk beginning no 
earlier than the fourth day after -calv- 
ing and continuing during that period 
of lactation, or such consecutive part 
of it as the owner may desire, but 
not exceeding 305 days in length for 
the ten-months’ test, nor 365 days in 
length for the yearly test. 

The Agricultural College of each 
State of the United States, and of 
each Province of Canada, appoints an 
officer to have charge of testing for 
advanced registration in that State 
or Province, such officers being 
known as Superintendents of Official 
Testing: and these Superintendents 
of Official Testing each has , his 
trained corps of supervisors. No un- 
skilled men are sent out to take 
charge of testing for advanced regis- 
tration and such supervisors see that 
the cow is milked dry, noting the hour 
and minute as the beginning of the 
test. Then, during the continuance 
of the test each milking is watched, 
weighed, sampled and tested by the 
supervisor appointed to conduct the 
test. The supervisor makes his re- 
port to the Superintendent of Official 
Testing of his state; and then that 
Superintendent certifies the report to 
the Superintendent of Advanced Reg- 
istry. In cases of large production a 
verification test is conducted, two 
supervisors being in charge of the 
test and the, cow being kept under 
constant watch during its continua- 














tion. The code of Tules and regula- 
tions covering testing for advanced 
registration is embodied in a smaii 
pooklet called the Hand Book of 
Rules and Regulations for the Con- 
duct of Official and Semi-Official 
Test, which can be obtained for study 
py anyone who will write to the Su- 
perintendent of Advanced Registry 
asking for it. 

During the first year after the es- 
tablishment of the new system in 
1895, 35 cows were officially tested, 
this number increasing steadily dur- 
ing Mr. Hoxie’s incumbency, until 
when I became Superintendent some- 
thing over 3,000 cows had been ad- 
mitted to advanced registration under 
official test. During the last testing 
year 15,665 cows were admitted; 
while during the year before there 
was a total of 16,838. At this writ- 
ing nearly 97,000 cows and nearly 6,- 
750 bulls have been admitted to en- 
try in the Holstein-Friesfan Advanced 
Register. This does not include about 
40,000 re-entries. The increased value 
of a cow tested for advanced registra- 
tion depends upon the _ production 
shown; and it is difficult to give an 
average valuation. Many who have 
looked into the matter have come to 
the conclusion that the average in- 
creased valuation is not less than $100 
per cow. The Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation recognies four main divi- 
sions for the classification of tests— 
two of them for official and two for 
semi-official tests. The divisions for 
the official test are the seven- and 
thirty-day divisions. while for the 
semi-official test the divisfons are the 
365-day, or yearly division, and the 
305-day or ten-months’ division. The 
ten-months’ and yearly divisions are 
divided into three _— sub-divisions, 
Classes A, B and C. The only differ- 
ence between these three classes is 
in the number of daily milkings per- 
mitted. In Class A the owner may 
milk as many times as he may de- 
sire up to four times per day; Class 
B permits four-time milking for the 
first 45-days, and not over three times 
daily thereafter and Class C (former- 
ly known as Sub-division B) permits 
milking four-time per day during the 
first 45 days of the test, but not more 
than twice per day beginning with 
the 46th day of the test. In each 
division and each sub-division there 
are seven classes by ages. AIl cows 
freshening under two years, six

AIR MAKES GOOD 
FARM FERTILIZER 





Grow More Legumes and Let Mother 
Nature Worry About Your Nitrogen 
Needs. 


“Give the air a chance to help pay 
the fertilizer bill.” 

This is the suggestion of the soil 
and crop men of the State College 
of Agriculture at Ithaca, to farmers 
who complain of high fertilizer costs. 
Nitrogen is more expensive than 
either of the other two constituents 
in a factory-mixed fertilizer, they say. 
Fertilizer economy necessitates using 
the unlimited supply of nitrogen in 
the air over New York farmers. 
Clover and alfalfa are more promising 
nitrogen factories than Muscle Shoals. 
“Give them a chance,” the College 
says, “to work effectively on every 
New York farm.” 

Sweet clover and alfalfa have been 
found under favorable conditions to 
make available 100 pounds to the acre 
additional nitrogen for the following 
crop. This is when they are grown 
only a single year, the crop removed, 
and only the stubble turned under. 
If the whole crop were plowed under 
as green manure, even more nitrogen 
would be furnished for the following 
crop. Red and alsike clover have 
made particularly good records in ex- 
periments at the State College. 


A good legume hay cop and 100 
pounds more available nitrogen in 
each acre of soil lead to permanent 
and profitable farming. It would re- 
quire 6 tons of the ordinary mixed 
fortilizer containing 2 per cent of am- 
monia, to furnish an equal amount 
of nitrogen. If purchased in the form 
of mixed fertilizer this nitrogen would 
cost at present prices from $35 to $40. 
“By all means,” the college men re- 
peat, “give the air a chance through 
more legumes on the farm _ before 
complaining of the big fertilizer bill.”
